Continuatipn of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants propose to cancel 2, 3 and 16. Applicants propose to 
amend claim 1 by adding the limitations of claims 2 and 3. It would appear that the previous rejection of claims 1- 3 
would still apply, particulary in view of the alternate showng by Scheffler with single upper and lower bands with 
discontinuities. Applicants will provide arguments for the criticality of the particular location of the discontinuities in the 
formal response which will be further considered, lit also appears that part of claim 4 was left out in the porposed 
amendment of claim 4. Applicants have also porposed new claim 24 to include the limitaions of claims 1 , 8 and 16. 
However there appears to be something left out of the claim as there doesn't appear to be any antecedent basis for 
"the inner perimeter top and bottom elongated recessed cylindrical bands above and below said vacuum panels" as 
claimed. Since claim 24 includes the limitations of allowable claim 16 it would appear to be allowable upon correction 
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
